Item #4 - #2 Diesel Fuel for Tank Truck delivery - Summit City 
Standard offered an alternate at a lower price than Lassus Fuel Oil Company 
however, their offering did not meet specifications of the Bid in that they 
offered #2 Fuel Oil which is used in furnaces only. The 4,000 gallon^ 
estimated quantity on this item is used by the Park Department in equipment 
which requires a mixture with diesel fuel additives.

Please note that a I I prices quoted by the Vendors were quoted with an Escalator 
Clause, therefore above amount of $174,535.51 is an estimated total of prices as 
quoted in the respective Bids. 

On Item #4 - Transport delivery of #2D Diesel Fuel for a total estimated quantity of 
160,000 gallons - the bid was awarded to Gladieux Refinery who quoted the lowest 
offering at $0.3677 per gallon. At the bid opening, Mr. Jim Majors, representing 
Gladieux Refinery informed Purchasing that there had been a mistake made and that 
it should have been quoted at $0.3766 per gallon. Since this was an error on their 
part Gladieux has informed Purchasing that they will honor the quoted amount as it 
appears on their bid.

Fcr furnishing during the period of the contract and at the prices indicated, 
the requirements of the commodities listed herein, which may be required by 
the various Departments and Divisions of the City from time to time. it is 
understood that the quantities are approximate only and in no way shall govern 
the amount required during the period of the contract. The estimated quantities 
will be used solely for the purpose of making a.comparison of Bids. 

DELIVERY AND CONTRACT PERIOD: 

The commodity shall be delivered to the various Departments of the City as needed 
and ordered beginnning on September 1, 1977, and ending August 31, 1978. 

Each release for delivery shall be evidenced by a Blanket Purchase Order issued 
on behalf of the using Department. A Departmental Purchase Order will be issued, 
against the Blanket Order, and scheduled by the using Department as required. 
Deliveries generally will be made by metered tank trucks, except that when trans¬ 
port deliveries of 5000 gallons or more are scheduled in not over two stops, this 
method may be used.
